If this clas* of children need special 
and separate educational training, how 
much more necessary mnsl he the in 
■titntions set apart for teaching deaf- 
mates. The simple fact that the city- 
schools do not pay proper attention to 
the pnpils above mentioned in in itself 
a refutation of the theory that the 
deaf and dumb can be advantageously 
taught in conjunction with pupils ot 
our common schools. In the event of 
separating these partially deaf pupils, 
and still keeping them in the common 
schools, we think it will be found that 
tbeir classes will come to be looked up 
on in the light of an infliction that 
must be borne because it cannot be 
remedied, and that the instruction 
will be of a crude and inferior char- 
acter. We would suggest that the 
special "oral" classes of the Xew York 
Institution, if taken advantage of, 
would meet all the requirements of the 
case, and prove of inestimable value to 
those who are at present the victims of 
circumstanco and suffer from neglect 
in the city schools.

Monday morning at 9:25 the con- 
vention was called to order by Presi- 
dent Hummer, and opened in the city 
hall. Cedar Rapids, la., with a prayer 
by ltev. A. W. Mann, the attendance 
being over eighty. An inscription on 
paper was seen on the wall, bearing 
the following : 

With ignorance what can a ponton do ? 
Education mean* everything. 

This was from the pen of President 
Hummer, who has a hearty and devot- 
ed interest in the deaf-mute children; 

Next came Mayor Eaton, but owing 
to the absence of the interpreter, he 
wrote on paper his address of welcomo 
which was read by President Hum- 
mer, as follows : 



The Second Convention of the 
Hawkeye State Association of Deaf 
Mutes met at Cedar Rapids, Iowa, 
Sept. 5th, 6th, 7th, 8tb, 9th, and was 
a great success in every reaped. The 
association was organized in Dm 
Moines two years ago, with the object 
of improving and encouraging the 
good and welfare of the mutes in gen- 
eral. The proceedings below will 
prove its great success. The most 
important feature of the late session 
was tbe old question of urging upon 
the legislature to found another 
school in Eastern Iowa, when it was 
known there are now three hundred 
and fifty uneducated children of 
school age in the State, and on tlie 
negative side they claimed that such 
action would hurt the chances of the 
Institution atCouncil Muffs, tbe atten 
dance would be much decreased while 
there were now being built additional 
wings, which expenditures had b*M 
sustained by the late legislature. 
However, the convention, by a v, 
37 to 8, endorned the necessity of 
another school 

The convention spent four instead 
of three days, as advertised for, in in- 
tercourse and discussion in regard to 
the good of the association, and was 
practically the best of the kind in the 
Union. Also we were dignified by 
tbe presence of brainy and distinguish- 
ed persons, such as Hon. B. Sooth, 
Kev. Job Turner, Rev. A. W. Mann, 
Rev. J. Chamberlain, Mist Agnie Ful 
ler, and others, whose contributions 
have doubled the success of the con- 
vention. 

Another important feature of the 
session occurred in tbe vote foi 
donating a sum towards the erection 
of the Gallaudet monument. As far 
as it has been counted, this association 
is the first that has ever voted any 
donation for that purpose, hence it is 
justly proud of this honor. Also the 
vention has appropriated sums 
from its treasury in a very proper way, 
which reflected much credit npon the 
intelligence and respectability of the 
mutes of Iowa. 

Also the convention has rested its 
eyes on the eight Iowa young men, 
who were this fall entering college at 
Washington, with a sense of gladness 
and expectation. Its President, Mr. E. 
Booth, chided them with a few happy 
and earnest words. The convention 
was enthusiastic through. 

The convention was very harmonious 
and m< tubers felt a great interest in 
e.icli other, although there were a good 
many of them who could fight in hot h° 
arguments — some for revenge's sake, y,,
